This amendment is submitted in response to a first non-final office action in the above 
case dated January 12, 2007 ("Office Action") in which the Examiner rejected certain claims as 
indefinite (35 U.S.C. §112, par. 2) and rejected all the claims as anticipated (35 U.S.C. §102) by 
cited art. On March 20, 2007, the attorney for Applicants and the Examiner held a phone 
interview discussing the claim rejections.
